permitted to exerdae an influencoin Poly- 
neais, to which sho may claim tobe entitled 
by ‘superior opportunities .and position. , 
‘This influenco I desire to have exercised in 
the political gnidance snd instruction of 
sister Polynesian communities, with the 
view to the promotion in them of civilized 
forma of Government, and tha securing for 
them of an assured independence,’ 

What ia meant by that independence is, 
of course, to be dependeut on Hawaii, 
which has quito enough to do to take care 
of itsolf, without taking care of others. 


Tue-First Annual Report of the Oorean 
Government Borstal written by Dr A. N.

Iam of the opinion that the man should not 
havo beon set to work aftor the entry in the 
Jog made at 1 p.m. on the 17th ult., 08 he 
appeared to have been,’ The Shanghai 
Courier gives a succinct and very fair sum-
